IX armament expenses is added the American Bankers' As- 
•oeiation. That body laments the nation's heavy military ex- 
penditures no less than does its fellow-banker, Secretary of the 
treasury Mellon. 
The latter has pointed out that there is little prospect of 
•ay national surplus, or any reduction of the national debt—and 
therefore of heavy taxes—as long as the present heavy rate of 
expenditure continues. The Bankers" Association, thru its Eco- 
nomic Policy Commission, urges "that the estimates for the mih- 
t*rv and naval establishments be carefully considered, with a 
view to bringing about a reduction of such outlays wherever 
practicable," and hopes "that the influence of the United States 
will be exerted toward promoting an amicable arrangement 
among all nations for definitely limiting and reducing this class 
allay friction by accepted processes of justice and sound guaran- 
tees of equitable peace is needed. Only the joint action of na- 
tions bound in agreements to the peaceful settlement of disputes 
and the restraint of wanton aggression backed by public opin- 
ion and the power of association can assure peace. 
Not only does the European situation call for a league or 


•Mociation of nations, but for an effective league in which all the 
influence of Powers not directly interested iu the peace settle- 
ments will operate. The influence of America, the more power- 
ful because it would be disinterestedly directed to just settle- 
ments and peace guarantees, is needed now in this critical period 
to inject reason and judgment into European councils. 


So long rts conflict and disorder, the fear of conflict and the 


causes of war exist, economic restoration is impossible and we 
•uffer with all other people. Whatever the Harding adminis- 
tration may decide to do, it should decide and act quickly. 
Events do not wait, 
of expenditure in the future." 
The leading bankers who dominate the policies of the as- 


sociation are in close touch with foreign affairs, on the practical 
side, and ought to have a pretty good notion what is safe for tne 
vast wealth they represent, and therefore for the United States. 
If there are any special reasons known at Washington for an in- 
crease of military "expenditures at this time, or their maintenance 
at their present'level, it would probably be wise to give out the 
information. Otherwise the tax-oppressed public may grow 
more critical than the bankers.
